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NOTE  TO  THIRD  EDITION 


The  fifty  collotype  plates  here  included  are  reproductions 
from  a  selection  (made  by  Sir  George  Warner  in  1906)  of 
the  illuminated  manuscripts  then  exposed  to  public  view  in  the 
Grenville  Library.  A  further  selection  of  the  same  number  was 
made  in  the  following  year  and  speedily  followed  by  a  third 
series  taken  from  manuscripts  not  on  exhibition.^  Each  series 
was  designed  to  cover  as  wide  a  field  in  the  history  of  illumination 
as  possible.  In  reprinting  it  has  not  seemed  necessary  or  desirable 
to  alter  the  arrangement,  although  changes  in  the  exhibition  have 
removed  a  few  of  the  manuscripts  (in  this  series  five,  viz  :  nos. 
28,  40,  41,  44,  47)  from  the  show-cases,  and  others  have  been 
placed  there  since.  It  is  possible  that  a  fourth  series  may  be  added 
in  the  future  which  will  include  some  of  these  later  additions. 
A  few  alterations  in  the  descriptions  have  however  been  made, 
especially  in  cases  where  later  information  about  MSS.  is  already 
in  print  in  the  Guide  to  the  Exhihited  ManmeripU.  This  revision 
has  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Herbert,  Deputy-Keeper.  It 
may  be  well  to  repeat  the  caution  to  the  student  given  in  the 
preface  to  the  first  edition,  that  the  majority  of  the  plates  are 
(necessarily,  for  reasons  of  uniformity  and  cost)  on  a  reduced 
scale.

XX.  Psalter ;  xiii  cent.  Eighteen  miniatures  of  the  Life  of  Christ,  and 
large  figure-initials  with  plain  gold  grounds  ;  partial  borders,  and  detached 
sloping  ribbons  of  gold  and  colour  in  the  lower  mai’gins.

XXL  Treatise  on  Surgery  by  Roger  of  Parma,  translated  into  French ; 
xiii  cent.  Twenty  pages  of  illustrations  of  surgical  cases,  on  plain 
grounds,  alternately  dark  blue  and  pink.  Sixteen  of  these  pages  are  divided 
into  nine  compartments,  the'  first  three  containing  scenes  from  the  Life  of 
Christ,  on  gold  and  diapered  grounds,  as  in  the  plate  (f.  6).  Sloane  MS.

XXII.  Bible  History,  with  moralized  interpretations ;  late  xiii  cent.

Thirty- 
eight  miniatures  of  the  different  stages  in  the  ceremony,  on  grounds  of 
diaper,  gilt  scroll,  and  other  patterns.  The  one  in  the  plate  (f.  58)  shows 
the  delivery  of  the  sceptre  to  the  King,  obviously  a  portrait  of  Charles 
The  MS.  was  kept  in  the  royal  library  at  the  Louvre,  whence  it  was  probably 
taken  by  John,  Duke  of  Bedford,  Regent  of  France  (1422-1435).

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presenting  the  work  to  Richard  II ;  on  the  opposite  page  are  the  arms  of 
France  and  England,  the  Crown  of  Thorns,  etc.  Apparently  the  original 
presentation  copy.

XXVI.  Book  of  Hours,  of  Paris  use;  early  xv  cent.  Sixteen  large  and 
many  smaller  miniatures,  the  best  of  which  show  a  strong  Italian  influence ; 
borders  of  richly  coloured  foliage  on  burnished  gold,  with  amorini,  birds, 
butterflies,  etc.  The  device  of  a  sun  with  golden  rays  occurs  on  each  page  of 
the  calendar.

XXVTI.  Breviary  (imperfect),  of  John,  Duke  of  Burgundy  (d.  1419) ; 

Two  nearly  full-page  miniatures  and  forty-two  smaller  ones, 
mostly  with  backgrounds  of  delicate  diaper  or  scroll-work ;  ivy-sprig  borders 
and  initials,  with  highly  burnished  gold,  on  nearly  every  page.  The  missing 
portions  of  the  same  Breviary  are  in  Harley  MS,  2897.

History  of  Louis  IX  and  Philip  HI  by  Guillaume  de  Nangis, 
in  French ;  about  1410.  A  miniature  representing  a  royal  saint  (most 
probably  meant  for  Louis  IX,  canonized  1297)  instructing  the  Dauphin 
Louis  (b.  1396,  d.  1415);  the  background  formed  of  the  heraldic  charges  of 
France  and  Bavaria,  and  the  canopies  and  carpets  bearing  the  arms  of  France 
and  the  Dauphin.  Royal  MS.  13  B.  iii ;  lOf  in.  x  7f  in. 

XXIX.  Psalter,  of  Henry  VI  of  England ;  about  1430.  In  six  of  the 

fifteen  miniatures  Henry  (b.  1421)  appears  as  a  child,  crowned  and  wearing 
a  long  mantle  embroidered  with  the  arms  of  France  and  England  quartered. 
In  the  plate  (f.  49)  he  is  attended  by  St.  Louis.  The  MS.  was  no  doubt 
a  gift  to  him,  probably  from  his  mother  Queen  Catharine  (whose  patron  saint 
stands  behind  him  in  one  of  the  miniatures)  on  the  occasion  of  his  coronation 
at  Paris  in  1430.

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XXXI.  Book  of  Hours ;  about  1470.  Eighteen  miniatures,  twelve 
(including  the  two  reproduced)  by  ‘egregius  pictor  Franciscus an  artist  of 
the  Tours  school ;  the  rest  by  another,  apparently  later,  hand.  The  MS. 
contains  later  signatures  of  members  of  the  Luxembourg  family,  and  was 
perhaps  executed  for  Louis  de  Luxembourg,  Count  of  St.  Pol,  Constable  of 
France  (beheaded  in  1475),  or  for  his  wife.  Egerton  MS.  2045 ;  3|  in.  x  2|  in.

XXXII.  Book  of  Hours ;  xv  cent.  Thirty-four  miniatures,  many  of 
which  show  strong  Italian  influence.  The  MS.  bears  the  arms  of  Saluces,  in 
two  pages  altered  into  those  of  Urfe,  and  it  contains  the  portrait  of  a  lady 
kneeling  before  the  Virgin.  She  is  probably  Amedee,  daughter  of  Mainfroy 
de  Saluces  (d.  1435),  Marshal  of  Savoy,  and  mother  of  Catharine  de  Polignac,

by  several  hands.  The  miniature  in  the  plate  (f.  107  b),  representing  the 
author  lecturing,  is  by  the  best  artist.

XXXIV-XXXIX.  Flemish  School 

XXXIV.  Missal,  of  the  church  of  St.  Bavon  at  Ghent ;  late  xii  cent. 
A  miniature  of  the  Crucifixion  before  the  Canon  of  the  Mass,  on  a  plain 
unburnished  gold  ground ;  and  a  smaller  miniature  of  Christ  enthroned 
opposite.  Add.  MS.  16949  ;  11^  in.  x  7-|  in.  [Case  5,  no.  69.] 

XXXV.  Book  of  Hours,  with  a  calendar  pointing  to  Maestricht ;  xiii-xiv 
cent.  Miniatures  and  miniature-initials  with  burnished  gold  grounds ;  the 
borders  and  margins  decorated  with  humorous  and  other  subjects.  Stowe 
MS.  17  ;  3|  in.  x  2|  in.  [Case  5,  no.  73.] 

XXXVI.  Twenty-eight  miniatures,  without  text,  illustrating  the  Travels 
of  Sir  John  Mandeville,  ch.  1-5  ;  early  xv  cent.  Drawn  with  a  pen  and 
delicately  shaded  in  black  and  white  with  a  brush,  on  vellum  tinted  a  soft 
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pale  green ;  colour  is  used  for  flesh-tints,  foliage,  the  sky  and  sea,  and 
floreated  backgrounds,  and  gold  for  crowns,  nimbi,  etc.  The  plate  (f.  11) 
represents  the  Emperor  at  Constantinople  receiving  the  relics  of  the  Passion.

XXXVII.  Book  of  Hours ;  about  1500.  Numerous  miniatures,  and 
borders  of  foliage,  fruit,  birds,  butterflies,  etc.,  on  grounds  of  gold  or  colour, 
with  small  medallion  miniatures  at  intervals.  Portraits  of  the  Archduke 
Philip  the  Fair  (d.  1506)  and  his  wife  Juana  of  Castile  (m.  1496),  perhaps 
inserted  later.  The  miniature  in  the  plate  (f.  280  b)  precedes  the  Vigils  of 
the  Dead.

XXXVIII.  Le  Li  vre  des  proprietez  des  choses,  translated  by  Jehan

nineteen  books,  with  borders  of  flowers,  birds,  etc.,  on  a  dark  ground.  The 
one  in  the  plate  (vol.  ii,  f.

XXXIX.  Prayers,  services  for  the  dead,  etc.,  in  Latin,  French,  and 
Flemish  ;  about  1500.  Executed,  probably  at  Bruges,  for  a  nun  of  the  abbey 
of  Messines  near  Ypres.  Twenty-two  miniatures,  and  borders  of  flowers, 
birds,  insects,  etc.,  on  plain  grounds  of  colour  or  gold.  For  a  coloured  plate 
see  Illuminated  MSS.^  1903,  pi,  55.

XL,  XLI.  German  School 

XL.  Fragment  of  a  Psalter ;  about  1175-1185.  Calendar  in  gold  on 
a  purple  ground  between  gold  columns,  with  small  miniatures  within  the 
arches ;  four  nearly  full-page  miniatures  on  patterned  grounds  of  red  and 
gold.  The  MS.  belonged  to  Henry  the  Lion,  Duke  of  Saxony  (d.  1195), 
whose  portrait  and  that  of  his  wife  Matilda,  daughter  of  Henry  II  of 
England  (m.  1168,  d.  1189),  are  under  the  Crucifixion  in  the  plate  (f.  10  b).

Miniatures  on  gold  grounds, 
the  subjects  in  the  plate  (f.  58)  being  the  birth  and  baptism  of  St.  Euphrosyne.

XLIII.  Bible,  probably  written  at  Bologna;  early  xiv  cent.  Fine 
miniatui’e  initials  on  blue  and  gold  grounds,  with  borders  of  slender  knotted 
stems  terminating  in  sweeping  scrolls  of  conventional  foliage  ;  two  very  large 
initials  in  Genesis  and  St.  Matthew,  the  former  containing  scenes  from  the 
Creation,  the  latter  (see  plate)  a  Tree  of  Jesse.
